Things had to happen just right 
to preserve bones. First, the dino 
had to be buried alive or right 
after its death. This would 
happen if it fell into a tar pit or 
swamp and sank into the muddy 
bottom or was buried in a 
sandstorm or landslide. The body 
rots away quickly and leaves the 
bones safe in the sediment. 

Over millions of years, the 
sediment around the bones 
presses together and turns into 
rock. Water seeps through the 
rock and, molecule by molecule, 
the bones break down and are 
replaced by minerals. The result: 
a dino bone that has been
